CHICAGO, June: 8.—Chicago's entire po- 
lice force is on active or reserve duty as 
@ result of the aspect assumed by the stock- 

- yards teamsters’ strike. Every policeman 
on a furlough reported for duty tb6day. 

Hundreds of officers assembled early in the 
morning at headquarters and were given 
orfieré to prevent distyrbances such as 
marked yesterday's deliveries of meat Dy 
packers. 

e strikers have doubled their picket 
forces to try to dissuade non-union men 
from carrying meat from railroad branch 
houses either to hotels and restaurants 
or distributing points of the “Big 
Eight” packing establishments. All the 
bulldings of the packers are under guard, 
the police assisting in many instances. The 

ikers say that the mob of yesterday 

was made up of sympathizers. 

At 10 o'clock the teamsters of all the Big 
State Street Department stores struck. The 
number of men out at the nine big stores 
is estimated at 530. When the strike order 
went out many of the wagons were loaded 
ready for departure for the suburbs and 
outlying residence districts. In most cases 
the men at once left their wagons and the 
goods were taken back into the stores. 
Shoppers mingled with the crowd of police 
at each store, but everything, as yet, is 
quiet and orderly. The fair has not been 
able to move its wagons. A train of twenty 
wagons loaded with meat from the stock 
yards made its way to the downtown dis- 
trict early under a heavy guard of police. 

The strike of meat combine teamters is 
for shorter hours and an increase of wages.

TELEGRAPH MEN MAY STRIKE 


Western Union Operators Are Said to 
Be Dissatisfied With Clowry’s 
Retrenchment Policy.

NEW YORK, June 3.—Telegraph operat- 
ors of the Western Union company are al- 
leged to be secretly organizing for the pos- 
sible purpose of a revolt against the pres- 
ent system of employment. 

* According tu some of the operators, there 
has been more or less friction between the 
Western Union and its employes since Col. 
Robert C. Clowry succeeded Gen. Thomas 
T. Eckert as president. Col. Clowry is 
gaid to have instituted a regime of retrench- 
ment to which not only the operators, but 
also workers in other capacities have taken 
exceptions on account of the hardships al- 


leged to be involved. 
he operators are not vet ready to make 


public their intentions, but one of them 


gaid today: 
“We have succeeded, we believe, in ally- 


ing powerful labor bodies in kindred trades. 
We believe that when the Western Union 
discovers our strength the company will 
not be slow in granting our reasonable de- 


mands. 
“Sixty men have been thrown off the reg- 


viar list in the Metropolitan district and 
laced on the waiting list. In many cases 
he men thus thrown out have hardly been 


able to make a living. 

“Tl understand, too, that it is proposed 
to pay the men every two weeks. 

‘Those who work on a salary will have 
their hours of labor increased, and men 
who have received full salary for seven 
hours a day have reason to believe they 
will be required to work nine hours. None 
of the men naturally care to talk now, 
but we believe there will be important de- 
velopments in a few days.” 

Vice-president Thomas F. Clark said: 

“Tf there is any truth in the report I

TOM SAWYER’S WHITEWASHED FENCE 


TFIGHT FOR THE 
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Miss Nellie Ferguson, Who 
Ozvns the House and Fence, 
Says World’s Fair Offi- 
clals Want to Exhibit 
Them in St. Louis.

HANNIBAL, Mo., June 3.—This is a pic- 
ture of the fence that Tom Sawyer didn't 
whitewash, as it appears today. 

The fence encloses the back yard of the 
Judge Clemens house on Hill street, in 
Hanniba!', where Mark Twain passed hfs 
bovhood. 

The interior side of the fence is hand- 
somely whitewashed, though no one in 
Hannibal is bold enough to declare that it 
is the same whitewash which Tom Sawyer, 


through his shrewdness, prevailed upon 
the other boys to spread on the planks, 
thereby saving himself from doing the job. 

It is, however, the same fence, though 
some of the planks have been renewed. 
During his visit to Hannibal, Mr. Clemens 
did not go into the back yard, therefore 
he did not identify the fence. 

Tom Sawyer, say the old residents of 
Hannibal, was none other than little Sam 
Clemens thimself. They declare that the 
whitewashing incident actually occurred 
and that Sam was the wise lad who turned 
the trick. 

The little girl standing by the fence is 
Nellie Ferguson, who now owns the Clem- 
ens house. By her side stands her grand- 
father, Frank Ellis, who occuples the house. 
Nellie lives there with her grandparents. 
She is an orphan. The little girl, who is 
but nine years old, is very proud of the 
fact that she owns Mark Twain's house. 

She says that the World's Fair officials 
have made her a proposition to remove the 
building to St. Louis, on a barge, and ex- 
hibit it at the exposition. 

Nellie hopes to make a fortune out of that 
proposition, 

“But they must take good care of my 
hous@p« says Nellie, ‘and send it back safe 
and sound, else I won't let them have it.’’ 
Twelve years ago, when Mark Twain was 
in Hannibal, far. a.day, it is safd that he 
borrowed a hatchet at a store and chopped 
several feet af plank from the weather- 
boarding of his old home, carrying the 
plece away as a souvenir. 

This is another Hannibal tale which Mr. 
Clemens has not identiged. 

Nellie says the World's Fair company can 
have the fence, too, whitewash and all, if 
they want to pay enough for it and will 
send it back without soiling the whitewash.

CONDEMNATION PROCEEDINGS. 


COURT’S DECISION GIVES COM- 
PANY THE RIGHT TO CONDEMN. 


President Francis Says It May Be 
Necessary to Cut Down More Trees 
in the Park to Make Room for 
Building Purposes. 


The contest for the Catlin tract may 
be renewed by the World's Fair Co., whose 
officials had planned to place amusement 
concessions on the land which they sought 
to acquire in- the condemnation suit dis- 
missed by Judges Wood and Hough Mon- 
day. 

l'nder whatever ownership the tract is 
during the World's Fair period, it will be 
more or less of a ‘‘Midway.’” The part 
most closely adjoining the fair site has 
been leased by the Bay State Co., repre- 
senting amusement managers, and will be 
devoted to them unless the Exposition Co., 
seeking a midway, acquires it by renewed 
proceedings. 

Before condemnation suits are again re- 
sorted to definite offers must bei made to 
the holders of the land.- The reason for 
the dismissal of the condemnation sult 
against the Parkview Realty Co. was that 
the company had not made sufficient ef- 
forts to acquire the land by ordinary 
means. 

The leasing of the Catlin tract to th 
Bay State Co. and the Connecting nallrow] 
Co. will not hinder future proceedings on 
the part of the Fair, according to James L. 
Blair, counsel for the Exposition corpora- 
tion. 

Whether such proceedings will be under- 
taken, Mr. Blair says he has not been 
informed. 

Mr. Blair said Tuesday: 


World’s Fair Company 
May Condemn. 


“T have no instruction from the company 
yet, and therefore cannot state what pro- 
ceedings will be taken in view of the de- 
cision of the circuit court in the condemna- 
tion cases. 

“You may say as to those decisions that 
they clearly decide that the. World's Fair 
company:<has the right to condemn. This 
was the main, indeed, the anly substantial, 
point in the cases. 

“These. particular sults.are dismissed be-

catise tha judges held that the period of use 


and the exact acreage of the property ac- 
quired were not specified with sufficient 
exactness in the negotiations preceding the 
sitits. 

“In view of the postponement of the Fair 
until 1904, these suits would Hrave had to 
be dismissed in any event, so that we con- 
sider that nothing is lost by their dismis- 
sal by the court. 

“Having the right to condemn, as decid- 
ed by these judges, the World's Fair com- 
pany can now proceed in the new cases 
whenever it so desires. 

“IT do not know the terms of the leases 
said to have been filed yesterday, but from 
the newspaper accounts I judge that the 
property may be condemned in the hands 
of these lessees with the same effect as 
though the leases had not been made.” 


Catlin Tract 
Leases Filed. 

When informed of the filing of leases 
covering the Catlin tract property, Presi- 
dent Francis said: 

“If we can't get land outside Forest 
Park for building vurposes, we shall have 
to cut Gown more trees in the park.”’ 

Whether negotiations for the Catlin tract 
would be renewed, President Francis did 
not say. 

The Bay State Co., representing amuse- 
ment enterprises, has leased the strip of 
land in the Catlin tract, most nearly ad- 
joining the World's Fair site. Its hold- 
ing is cut in two uneven parts by the 
Wabash branch tracks. 

The connecting railroad company has 
leased the strip north of the main right 
of way of the Wabash, extending as far 
as the Colorado (Rock Island) tracks. It 
has also secured a strip to the north of 
this and, running to the west of Skinker

TURKEY ASKED 10 EXPLAIN 


Sultan’s Government Must Tell Why a 
Citizen of the United States 
Was Arrested. 


WASHINGTON, June 3.—Referring to a 
published report from Vienra that a dispute 
has arisen between the United States and 
Turkey as a result of the wrongful ar- 
rest of Armenians, who are American citi- 
zens, at Smyrna and Blerut, it is stated 
here that only one of the cases referred to 
had been brought to the attention of the 
state department thus far and that is the 
one which arose at Smyrna. 

This was the case of Agop Aprahanim, 
who was naturalized in the United States 
January 4, 1901. 

The investigation shows that the next 
day he sailed for Turkey under an Ameri- 
can passport. At Smyrna he was ¢rrested 
on a charge of complicity with a revolu- 
tionary committee in a conspiracy to over. 
throw the Turkish government. The state 
department has been addressing itself to 
the Turkish government in this case, which 
is vet open. 

The Turkish government in the past has 
arrested a number of Armenians who re- 
turn to Turkev on American passports, and 
always has refused to admit the right of a 


| Turkish subject to expatriate himself. Gen- 


erally in such cases, however, out of defer- 
ence to the I'nited States’ representations, 
it has freed the prisoners on condition that 
thev leave Turkey.

You will be employed 
for one month or for several months. he 
money you whl earn will be clear protit.’’ 

rhe ageuts picked out about 75 or 100 and 
told the others to come around today. 

On the sidewalk in front of the bullding 
were John M. Syron, walking delegate of 
the engineers’ union, and James PF. Hol- 
land, pFesident of the firemen’s union 
They succeeded in inducing many of the 
i men to ZO away. 
| Eighteen men, who had been picked out 
| to be taken to the mines; left the building 
on the way to Cortland street ferry. A 
large crowd gathered, but the party suc- 
| ceeded in getting away without trouble 
| Delegate Syron and President Hollan.l, 
| how ever, followed them to the ferry. Syron 
idid great missionary work. 

“Young men,’ said Syron, as he walked 
|} along with them, ‘“‘do you know what you 
are doing? You are going to take the 
bread and butter out of the mouths of men 
who are trying to get living wages. 

“You're not going to do that. are you? 

“These men are deceiving you. The mo- 
ment they will.get you to the mines they'll 
dump you into some shaft where you have 
to work like dogs.

= HER MOTHER. ~ 


‘NEW YORK, June 3.—AMert Vinton Tay- 
lor, who, as was announced in Monday's 
Post-Dispatch,has arrived here from Genoa, 
Italy, with his little daughter, Margaret 
Vinten, who was abducted by her maiden 
aunt, Clara Taylor, from Fernbank, a 
suburb of Cincinnati, Apg. 11, 1898, is guard- 
ing the child closely, not allowing her to 
see any one except his most intimate 


friends. 
; The aunt is now in jail at Ban Remo, 
. Italy, and is soon to be brought to America, 

Another maiden aunt, Miss Frances Lang- 
worthy Taylor, and the stolen child’s grand 
mother, Mrs. Frances Langworthy Taylor, 
who is 78 a old, have both been con- 
victed in Cincinnati of child stealing and 
have been sentenced to one year each in 
the penitentiary.. 

Mrs. Louis Ormiston Ghant, of London, 
@ social purity reformer and advocate. of 
women's rights, also appears in the storg. 

he had known for four years that an 
American woman under the name of ‘‘Mrs. 

Katherine Forrest,’ but whose right name 
was Miss Clara Taylor, was living in penury 
at 35 Gloucester Road and other addresses 
with a little girl, whom she called Winni- 
fred Forrest, her daughter. 

The woman reformer kept silent four 
years. It was the bringing to trial of the: 
aged grandmother and the younger spinster ; 
aunt in Cincinnat! that finally prompted 
Mrs. Chant to write Gov. George 74 Nash, 
of Ohio, and to inform in London, Ambas- 
sador Choate of the woman and the child. 

The child is pale and quite tall. When 
she left the steamer she was clad in a 
white sailor suit., Her strange, unatura!

“I wish her 
never to know that she was abducted, but 
always to believe that she was taken 
— to live temporarily with a rela- 

ve. 

“Tho thing that cut me most,” said Mr. 
Tayor, “‘was the fact that, when I met 
Margaret in the office of the American 
consul at Genoa, she did not know me. 
Margaret soon understood, however, that 
Mrs. Forrest was not her mother, that she 
had parents and should go to them. 

“I did not see my sister in jail, but I 
do not believe that she will resist extradi- 
tion. .Margaret was reluctant to leave her 
aunt, who had taught the child to call her 
‘mother,’ and the two clung to each other 
m jail ard wept a long time before they 
could be separated. 

“Whatever disposition may be made of 

_ tht case-against my sister, Clara, I shall 
always remember that she treated my lit- 
tlh girl with extreme kindness and un- | 
bound affection. In my opinion, my sister | 

is mentally unbalanced.” | 

Later Mr. Taylor and his daughter went. 
to the Everett House and met Mrs. Taylor. 
It was a dramatic scene, the meeting of 

_mother and child. and all three wept as 
they embraced. 

In view of the restoration of the child, 
safe and well, and the alleged mental! con- | 
dition of Miss Clara Taylor. it is not like- | 
ly that any of the three alleged conspira- 
tors in the child stealing case will ever | 
be punished .

As the seat of the two largest companies 
St. Louls may be made the headquarters 
of the concern. If the capitalists who have 
financed the organization, and who will 
have the decision of this point, decide to 
lecate the company in the East, it is still 
likely that St. Louis will be made a distrib- 
uting point. 

The organization of a steel found com- 
hine was undertaken a year ago by Harris, 
Gates & Co.,,but was not successfully car- 
ried through.

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SIGNIFICANCE OF THE PRIMARY REGISTRATION. 

After persistent urging by all the party ofgans, the registra- 
tion of voters for the primary election is wretchedly small—less 
than one-third of the total vote of the city. 

What is the meaning of this lack of interest in the party 
primaries on the part of an overwhelming majority of the voters? 

The party organs explain It on the ground of a lack of in- 
terest on the part of the people in the government of the city. 
But there are signs of a public awakening to the importance 
of maintaining honest and efficient city government. The stim- 
ulus of the recent grandjury investigations and court trials of 
boodlers is great. 

Does not the failure of the voters to register for the party 
primaries indicate a lack of confidence and interest in the city 
party organizations? Voters have been disgusted with the meth- 
ods of party leaders and have concluded that it is useless to try 
to control the party bosses at the primaries. They have decided 
to let the party organizations alone and vote at the polls for 
the best men, regardless of their party affiliations. They have 
practically cut loose from municipal parties and resolved to 
vote independently.

The report that some members of the Cuban Congress have 
declared themselves against the Platt amendment and will agi- 
tate to eliminate it from the Cuban constitution is not surprising. 

They obtained a 
qualified independence, under the protectorate of the United 
States. The sitvation was difficult, and it is unnecessary at this 
time to criticise the settlement finally accepted by the Cuban 
constitutional convention. 

But the national spirit is alive, and we may expect a move- 
ment for complete independence and the removal of the American 
protectorate. In this promised agitation there are seeds of count- 
less perplexities, both to our government and the Cubans them- 
selves. 

It is said that a blunder was made in appointing a minister 
plenipotentiary to Cuba, thus recognizing diplomatically the com- 
plete independence of the republic. It might have been better to 
deny this title to our representative at Havana and call him com- 
missioner. Hut the diplomatic mistake is made and can hardly 
be corrected without offending the amour propre of the Cubans, 
who should be concillated at every opportunity. 

The Cuban question Is as much alive as it ever was, and 
there is no hope that it will ever be anything but a source of 
more or less trouble. Patience, wisdom and tact are more than 
ever needed.

ABOLISH THE COURT OF CRIMINAL CORRECTION. 


‘The grandjury’s recommendation that the Court of Crimnal 
Correction be abolished is wise and timely. 

“"This court,” says the report, “should be abolished by amend- 
ment to the law and another. criminal division of the circuit 
court provided for, thereby avoiding the cumbersome system 

at row exists.’’ 

The Court of Criminal Correction is the court to which g0 
all cases on appeal from the police courts. Nearly all felony 
charges originate there. It has, beside, exclusive jurisdiction of 
misdemeanors. 

It is easy to see that such a court must become the center of 
interested activity of the worst classes in the city. Thea vicious, 
the depraved and the criminals, seeking to protect themselves 
or secure immunity, make the Court of Criminal Correction 
the object of their intrigue, Professional bondsmen and grafters 
thrive within fts precincts, and from being a guardian of order 
the court becomes a source of lawlessness. 

A few years ago, under the urgency of the Post-Dispatch, the 
independent criminal court was abolished and a criminal secfion 
of the circuit court established instead. This made it impossible 
for the vicious elements to rally around one or two men and 
faised the level of character of the judges. The reform should 
be pushed to its logical conclusion by abolishing the Court of 
Criminal Correction. 

As the grandjury argues,-the circuit courts should have juris- 
@iction of all crimes, and the enforcement of the law placed in 
the hands of one prosecuting officer. Only by this reform can 
the scandals of the Four Courts be avolded.

I toid him then 
he made a mistake. that I could not see 
any reason for claiming a foul, and showed 
him he was not following up the true rudi- 
ments of clean sport. is schoolmates dia 
not like the lecture he received. School- 
boys should remember distinctly that it 
pays in the long run to be fair in compe- 
tition. Do not try to take a mean, under- 
hind advantage of a fellow competitor, and 
go not try to get a prize you have not 
fairly won. 

Another bad feature some youngsters 
have in taking part in what might be 
termed ‘‘team work.” At a recent athletic 
carnival held in New York city I saw one 
of the foulest pieces of running I ever wit- 
nessed on a _ in America, and it was 
done practically by a beginner and a con- 
testant who could not win himse!l?. 

[In this particular set of games there was 
a point trophy, which is always the cause 
of: trouble and usually ends in disputes.

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CORN MAKES SLOW GROWTH. 


In the Lower Missouri Valley Warmth 
and Sunshine Needed. 
WASHINGTON, June 
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Bureau's weekly. summary of crop condi- 
tions is as follows: 

The week ending June 2 was abnormally 
cool in the lower Missouri, central Miasiss- 


ippi and Ohio valleys and onthe Atlantic 
coast northward of the Carolinas. Frosts 
occurred from the 27th to the 29th in the 
lake region, Ohio valley, Tennessee, West- 
ern North Carolina, over the interior por- 
tions of the middle Atlantic states and gen- 
erally throughout New Engeand. In nearly 
all districts east of the Kocky mountains 
crop growth has been checked by low tem- 
peratures, and rains have interfered with 
farm work in Oklahoma, Kansas, Missour: 
and Arkansas. On the Pacific coast the 
first part of the week, was favorable, but 
the latter part was much too cool, with 
injurious frosts in the eastern parts of Ore- 
gon and Washington. 

Corn has made slow growth over most 
of the corn belt, and has suffered injury 
from frost in the Ohio valley and lake 
region. In the states of the lower Mis- 
sourl valley the crop is much im need of 
cultivation, warmth and sunshine; in Ne- 
braska, lowa and Illinois its condition is 
more favorable. Planting is nearing compile- 
tion in the more northerly sections. Winter 
wheat has made favorable progress in the 
states of the Missouri and upper Mississippi 
valleys and in portions of the lower Ohlo 
valley. The crop has made splendid growth 
in Nebraska. Improvement is reported from 
the upper lake regions. Some complaint of 
rust is received from rtions of Kansas, 
OKlahoma and Missouri, and of lodging in 


the last named state. In Tennessee. Ken- 
tucky, the upper Ohfo valley and the mid- 
die Atlantic states the previously repor*: 1 
unfavorable condition continues, thin 
stands and heading low being «-nerally ‘...- 
dicated. Harvesting is nearly finished in 
Texas, but its commencement has been de- 
layed in Oklahoma on account of the rains. 

Cool nights have checked: the growth of 
cotton throughout the central and eastern 
portions of the cotton belt, but the genera! 
condition of the crop is promising, the least 
favorable reports coming from the Caro- 
linas. Over the western districts outside 
of Texas the unfavorable effects of low 
temperatures prevailed and the crop con- 
tinues in excellent condition, but in Okla- 
homa and Arkansas cotton is suffering 
from lack of cultivation. 

Tobacco transplanting has progressed 
fairly well in the Ohio Valley and Middle 
Atlantic states. Plants are scarce in east- 
ern and central Kentucky; insects are 
causing injury in Kentucky, Virginia and 
North Carolina. and fn the last named state 
the crop is suffering from drouth.
